should. be at libérty to apply their legacies 
for the purpose of improving National schools 
under Catholic management, and that. Dr. 
Byrne should be at liberty to apply the 
residue towards the provision of free meals 
or meals at a nominal cost for poor labourers 
and artisans in Dublin. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that as regards 
the £2,000 legacy he had no hesitation in 
making the order sought, but as regards the 
larger sum he would like to have some 
further information.

‘tne hearing of tive actions brought against 
the Waterford News, Ltd., for damages for 
alleged libel was begun im the High Court, 
Dublin, yesterday. The plaintiffs were 
Nora Whelan, Cissie . Wuolan, Bridget 
Whelan, Patrick Whelan, and Jamcs Whelan, 
of Stradbaliy, Co. Wateriord, and the ailega- 
tion was that a publication, stated to have 
appeared in the Waterford News of the oth 
ot last February regarding: the postman, 
Laurence Griffin, of -Kilmacthomas, County 
Waterford, who disappeared on last 
Christmas nizht, contained a libel upon 
them. By order, the actions were heard 
together. 


THE PUBLICATION. 

The publication complained oí had rela- 
tion to what was stated to have been a story 
current in the district, that on Christmas 
night the family in Mr. Whelan’s house were 
engaged with some friends when the body 

the postman was brought into the room. 
Griffin had called at Mr.--Whelan’s house 
earlier in the day and. had been greeted by 
number of his friends. As he was leaving 

dropped three half-crowris gnd was riding 
way on his bicycle when a- mán informed 
m of his loss. Griffin returned to the 
public house and, accosting the: first man 
present, informed him of his ‘loss and charged 
him with picking the coins up. A dispute 
followed. in the course of which both men 
reached the kitchen, The word “Jiar” was 
vsed and the reply to that was a blow to 
Griffin’s jaw. The blow knocked him down 
and he struck his head against a stove, 
receiving a wound on 
man then left. Griffin appeared to be 
dead. 

As to the disposal of the body, the publica- 
tion further stated that the story that the 
Guards were acting on was that it was 
wrapped in a blanket with a weight and 
taken in a motor to Ballinasisla shaft, the 
bottom .of which is covered with taany feet 

mud. 

The defence was that the article com. 
plained of was no libel and a denial of 
publication. The defence also stated that 
admitting for the purpose of that plea, and 
not further or otherwise, that defendants 
wrote or published, or procured to be 

inted or published, the words complained 

defendants denied that the words ‘were 
written, printed, or published, of or con- 
cerning plaintiffs. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C.; Mr. Joseph O'Connor. 
K.C,, and Mr. M. J. Connolly (instructed by 
Mr. Peter O'Connor) appeared for the plain- 
tiffs: and Mr. Wood, K.C.:; Mr. FitzGibbon, 
K.C., and Mr. J. H. 8. Rrssell (instructed by 
Messrs. I. Thornton and Son) for the defen- 
dants. » 

COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 

Stating the case for the plaintiffs, Mr. 
Lynch said that the issues in the action would 
be very simple. The question would be 
whether the publication referred to the plain- 
tiffs or any of them, and whether it coptained 
a libel upon them. Patrick Whelan, who 
succeeded his father. 35 years age, “was a 
trader and hotel proprietor in Stradbally, to 
which in summer there was a large recourse 
by visitors. He had six children, one of 
whom was á nurse in ngland, cy ages 
of the others, who restded with thai parents 
in Stradbally, ranged “from 20 to 14 years, 
They consisted of three boys and two girls. 
James, the eldest, assisted his father in the 
business of the shop and the farms which he 
held near Stradbally. Mrs. Whelan was the 
daughter of an extensive farmer named 
Galvin, who had lived near Stradbally. The 
family were a well known and respected stock 
in the district, and were held in high repute, 
and did a big business with those who arrived 
in that town. The postman who de- 
livered letters and -parcels . there was 
named Laurence Griffin, and upon his 
visits to the place he was . accustomed 
to have his dinner in the house of the Whelan 
family. Griffin had been in the war, and one 
of his hands was partly disabled. 

On December ath last year he went te 
Whelan’s house about 3 o clock to deliver the 
post, and when he delivered his message he 
never afterwards crossed the threshold of the 


house. Upon the night of Christmas Day he 
left the village upon his bicycle, and had 
never since been seen or heard of...

The Árcaing News, which, with another 
edition of that paper, claimed to have the 
largest cirevlation in Waterford, published 
the article.of which the plaintifis complained 
while on remand to appear -before the Disptict 
Justice, and gave it. the caption of ‘ New 
Light on the ir tery."’ In that publication 
it was stated that the body of Griffin: was 
brought into the reom in whith the Whelan 
“ghas a were sitting on Christmas night. The 
case against the aceused went on until March 
7th, when informations against them were 
refused, ang they were discharged. Upon re- 
turning to their place at Stradbally the people 
that were friendly towards them heretofore 
lonked to the other side of the road, and had 
déne so since. The village was usually a 
quiet place in winter. time, but from the time 
of the publication hundreds of "buses and 
motor cars travelled to the place with pas- 
sengers, some -of whom went into Whelan’s 
on the pretext of beim customers. . They 
walked all over the house and were anxious 
to know where the stove was against which 
the man was alleged to have been killed. 

The business of the Whelans, however, had 
disappeared, and the only thing that in- 
creased in Stradbally was the arrival of 
motor cars and ‘buses, upon which there 
were people in quest of photographs and 
matter for publication. ~The pages were 
living quietly in  Stradbaily, and if 
the jury did not find that this publica. 
tion was a libel upon the Whelan house- 
hold, he asked what was to be. the 
future of those people—a 
father and mother with this young family, 
whose reputation was a consideration in 
making their way in the world. Were they 
to be told that this was not libel’? It, was 
alleged that the body of Griffin was rolled 
in one of the blankets of the Whelan house- 
hold, and that a weight was attached to the 
blanket and it was cast into a mine shaft 
where it could not be found. Were the 
Whelan family to go into the world and be 
pointed at as members of the household from 
which Larry Griffin disappeared and was 
never heard of since? They had come before 
the jury for an interpretation. of the publi- 
cation, and, in face of what the District 
Justice said in discharging the Whelans,. the 
newspaper did not express one word of regret 
for what it said about the plaintiffs.. Counse] 
contended that the article was a libel upon 
the parties, and, for that publication, he said, 
his clients sought damages from the jury. 

THE EVICENCE. 

Miss Nora Whelan, aged eighteen, daughter 
of the plaintiffs, Patrick and Bridget Whelan, 
stated in reply to Mr. O'Connor that she 
was arrested on’ 27th Januarv last, and 
charged with the ‘murder of Griffin and the 
secret disposal of his’ body. She was re- 
manded five or six times in custody, - and 
eventually informations were refused. 
Laurence. Griffin came to their house on 
Christmas morning and delivered letters, 
which witness took from him. 

Asked by counsel if she saw Griffin again, 
witness replied:—‘‘I never saw him, dead 
or alive, after I took the letters from him.

The report of the judges of packed eggs 
at the recent Balmoral Show, just issued, 
is a most interesting document. It is 

inted out that, although the entries were 


great o portunity ‘for commanding bigh 
prices for her unstamped eggs, owing to 
the demand for them in England, where 
they are sold as British eggs. The need 
for Ulster to maintain the standard by 
marketing nothing but new-laid quality is 
stressed, and it is mentioned that this can 
only be done by careful and severe testing. 

Producers are warned to guard against 
defects, such as mottled, dirty or un- 
sightly eggs; but a compliment is paid to 
perfection in packing, the breakage being 
infinitesimal. The remarkable impreye- 
ment in the egg industry of the $ix 
Counties within recent years has been due 
in large measure to the beneficial Jegis]a- 
tion promoted by the Ministry of Agrieul- 
ture, of which Sir Edward Archdale is 
chief. At all times he has advocated 
scientific methods in the farming warld 
and his department has done much to in. 
crease the reputation of Ulster’s produce 
in Great Britain. 


DE-RATING. 
LL 


The effect of de-rating on the finanees 
of the Exchequer and of local authorities 
in Northern ireland, as well as the pre- 
ponderating share of the burden of educa- 
tional expenditure now heing horne by the 
State, is to be considered by a small Inter- 
Departmental Committee set up by the 
Ministry of Finance. It will be recalled 
that Mr. Pollock, when making his 
Budget speech last May, stated that, in 
the interests of the local authorities. 
equally with the Government, it was 
desirable that beth should be able to 
visualise with some exactness whither the 
effects of de-rating were likely to lead. 
The Committee’s terms of reference have 
heen made as wide as possible, so that the 
entire financial relations between the 
Northern Exchequer and the rates may bc 
examined and reported ypon. 

The committee which has been appointed 
is of 4 very representative nature, and ‘t 
should command the confidence of. ever: 
one. There are conflicting opinions about 
de-rating, and, no doubt, the problem wil! 
be considered in all its aspects. Although 
the total amount sayed to the agricultural 
community collectively is very large, the 
amounts individually are small, cat many 
agriculturists think that the salvation of 
the industry does not lie in that direction, 
but rather in better methods of produc- 
tion, cheaper transport, and co-operation. 
The question, however, may safely be left 
in the hands of Mr. Pollock and his com- 
mittee.

Swedish Consul-General in Dublin, at yesler-. 
day's luncheon meeting of the Manufacturers’ 
Agents’ Association of Ireland, held at 
Wynn’s Hotel, Dublin. - 

Mr, Errickson pointed out that Sweden has 
a textile industry, chiefly concerued with the 
production of a cheap of goods, and 
that a demand exists there for high-class 
woollens. If Irish manufacturers grasped the 
opportunity and followed the matter up, he 
mised to do all that he could to develop 
de belween this country and his own. 
Although Sweden was about five times the 
area of Ireland, its ge sg 7, he said, was 
only six millions. In the South, which is 
in about the same latitude as Dublin, the 
country is largely agricultural, though it was 
also the centre of industrial activity, such as 
engineering, and contained those ihportant 
centres of trade, Stockholm and Gothenburg. 
The climate showed considetable variation, 
and in the North they had nine months of 
winter, colder than here, while there were 
three months of summer, which was extremely 


warm. 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

About a hundred miles north of Stockholm 
the country was densély afforested, represent- 
ing sixty per cent. of the area, and there 
was also to be found here iron ore deposits, 
which are quarried out of the mountain side. 

About half the population is at present 
engaged in industry, so that agriculture plays 
an important part, so far as export trade is 
concerned. Scientifically, agriculture in 
Sweden is well developed, “but, so far as 
Gepepieatson is concerned, Ireland can give a 

ead. 

Sweden, Mr. Errickson said, was notable 
for its rich supplies of timber, its high-grade 
iron ore, supplies of water power, and the 
technical and inventive bent of its population. 
In the timber and the wood pulp industries 
for vaper-making, employment is found 
for 375,000 people, or 20 per cent. of the 
population. Some. idea of the extent of the 
timber industry may be gathered from the 
fact that at some of the sorting or separating 
stations as many: as ten million logs are 
dealt with. In view of the competition from 
other timber-growing countries, Sweden con- 
centrated on the production of wood. pulp 
and paper, and exports of these had increased 
enormously. 

IRON AND STEEL. 

There was also a considerable export of 
Swedish high grade rock drills, while nearly 
all the safety razor blades in the world are 
made of Swedish steel, but very small 
quantities of steel are needed for this pur- 
pose. In the eighteenth century Sweden 
exported one-third of the pig iron used in 
the manufacture of heavy goods, now the 
export is less than one per cent., due to 
cheaper processes of manufacture having 
been discovered. 

There is still a possibility that Sweden will 
take a prominent place amongst the producers 
of pig iron when it can be dealt with by 
electricity. From the iron ore, steel that is pro- 
duced in Sweden is mostly further developed 
and used for the high grade engineering 
trade. There are now 1,200 engineering 
shops in Sweden, and the products are worth 
twenty millions a year, 40 per cent. of which 
are exported. 


SWEDISH INVENTIONS. 

Swedish inventors have contributed largely 
to international progress, amongst their 
inventions ey | cream separators; water 
turbines and ball beatings. The ¢ngineerin 
shops in Sweden all specialise now instea 
of going in for general engineering, while 
the Swedish Match Corporation shows the 
importance of rationalisation.

Much ‘of the General retary's aes 
deals with the Vocational Education . Ite 
states that the Executive Committee are mak- 
ing arrangements with leading Senators to 
have further amendments considered during 
the passage of the bill through the Senate. 

The existing pension rights of officers, the 
report states, are. specifically protected under 
Section 25. Section 99 provides that an 
officer's remuheration at the date of the pass- 
ing of the Act cannot be reduced, and that, 
subject to provisions iegarding the redistribu- 
tion of duties in certain cases, an Officer can- 
not be put under less beneficial conditions ‘of 
service than those existing at the passing of 
the Act. Section 111.enables the Minister to 
prescribe scales of salaries for the various 
classes of teachers, and provides that Com- 
mittees must pay these scales. When the bill 
becomes law the Minister, in the exercise of 
his power, will issue regulations to give effect 
to the various provisions. Those regulations, 
in many cases, will be of vital importance to 


officers. 
SALARY SCALES. 
On the question of salary scales the report. 


| states : ‘‘ Important questions ‘will arise in the 


operation of Section 111 of the bill, enabling 
the Minister to fix mandatory scales of salary 
for ‘ classes of teachers.’ e Minister does 
not take power to fix scales of salary for 
‘ officers,’ or for teachers who do not belong 
to a class, This is a serious defect, There 
is no sound reason why an officer, such as a 
principal and secretary, a principal teacher, 
a headmaster, a secretary, or a teacher not 
belonging’ to a ‘class’ should not have an 
appropriate scale of salary fixed for him. 
Apparently, these officers will have to rely 
upon the old and demoralising system of 
* canvassing ” whenever they think they are 
entitled to an increment, or go without it. 
The system of ' permissive’ scales either of 


expenses, has been a failure and is a source 
of endless bickering and trouble. 

‘It is to be hoped that the Minister may 
yet find a means of remedying this state of 
affairs which has been universally condemned 
—and for which, nevertheless, Section 111 is, 
for some reason or another, not allowed to 
provide a solution.”’ 

As regards pension charges the Secretary, 
in his report, says :— 

‘It is worthy of note that while the new 
bill makes no change in the conditions 
governing the superannuation of officers it 
provides that a grant. shall be made from the 
State to the local authority equal to half the 
amount paid in pensions to officers of 
vocational education committees.- This pro- 
vision should obviate the unwillingness shown 
by some local authorities to meet their obliga- 
tions under Part IV. of the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1925. 

‘The promised legislation for the agricul- 
tural side has been delayed, but the C.E.C. 
understands that it will be introduced in the 
autumn.” 

THE SCHEME FOR PENSIONS. 

During the fear the C.E.C., acting in con- 
sultation with the Association of the 
Assistant Agricultural Overseers, continued 
to-press upon the Government the urgent 
necessity for giving effect to the long-pro- 
mised scheme for pensions for these officers. 
General Mulcahy received a deputation very 
favourably, abd the C.E.C. kept in close 
touch with the situation, which underwent 
many changes. It is now understood that 
there is no longer any doubt that pension 
rights will be granted to the A.A.O. It is 
expected that the matter will be dealt. with 
definitely in the autumn.

Bernard J. Mullen, Belcourt, Beghall, Bray, 
sued Charles Scott, Turf accountant, Ivanhoe, 
Bray, to recover £84.

Mr. Cullen, solicitor, for defendant, said 
that plaintiff was brought before the Club 
previously by another bookmaker for £58 
17s.

L. Smith, and he did so, leaving £24 
balance due. 

Bernard Mullen said that the defendant 
never paid him a penny. In cross-examination 
he admitted some debt to P. L. Smith, but 
disputed items. The Club directed him to 

ay £4 per month, and he paid one instalment 
in June, 1912 or 1913. They made no ruling 
as between Scott and him on that matter. 

Judge Devitt—Were you ever notified by 
the Club that they allocated portion of your 
account to the payment of Smith's debt ?— 
Never. 

Charles Scott. said that the amount due to 
Mullen was £83 10s., and after the Club’s 
direction P. L. Smith. brought the debt due 
to him by Mullen before the Club; who 
directed witness to pay it. The reason he did 
not pay the balance was that James Mullen. 
his brother, owed him £40; but James was a 
iu man. He was prepared to pay the
